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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



The Examiner is respectfully urged to examine all of the claims in this 
application. Both the method and composition of matter claims require the same field of 
search and, accordingly, examination in one application is proper. 



While composition of matter claims 1-25 have the format of a claim of 
composition of matter, they specifically recite the inclusion of an active agent for density 
control, namely, the density-reducing agent within the particle. Other claims speak of the 
quantity of density reducing agent being sufficient to permit the particles to be uniformly 
and stably dispersed in a liquid medium. Thus, these claims substantively cover method 
type limitations. Moreover, the limitations of the composition of matter claims generally 
follow limitations in the method claims. Accordingly, no further search is required.
